AGALNST  BEACHCOMNBERS. 

: em ‘ 

An unenviable reputation has been gained 
‘by Hongkong ad the home of the wanderer, 
I the ne’er-do-well and. ‘the vagrant—more 
familiarly known as the beachcomber. For 
years, Hongkong has. apparently been “the 
‘final resort of those wliose first and last plea’ 
is that the world owes them 4 living, al- 
though they take no steps to carn that liv.’ 
ing. Periodically, batches of ‘the more 
deserving have been helped to leave the 
Colony, but-no sooner has one’ lot been sent 
away to try their luck in new fields than the 
average is maintained by the influx of ‘new 
claimants to the world’s charity. Seainen, 
engincers and stokers have been’ the worst 
‘offenders i in this respect. ‘The seamen have 
“jumped " their ship because they could not 
endure the food provided, or they had some 
Engineers 
and firemen found themselves on the beach 
for a variety of reasons—they lost their boat, 
or they had taken French leave, or they were 
tired of the sea and found Hongkong:a 
pleasant place, for a time, in which to: live: 
on indiscriminate charity, Whatever . the 
cause of their position, they invariably be- 
came in the end a public burden, If they 


found, philanthropist—and there ‘are more | A 


philanthropists in Hongkong than woild be 
believed—they would journcy to Singapore 
and take that town by storm. ‘The dump. 
ing of Hongkong beachcombers in neigh- 
bouring ports aroused much’ indignation, 
and Singapore especially has repeatedly pro- 
tested against the practice, - But nothing 
could be done with this class of people in 
Hongkong. Asa rule, ‘they found themselves 


‘| rebuffed when they started to look for work, 


and: eventually they gave up the effort, and 
lived by preying on the -guod-temper of the 
people itn Hongkong, Should they,be caught 
by ‘the police authorities in the act of beg 
ging or contravening the Vagrancy Ordin- 
ance they were sent to the House of Deten- 


1 tion and segregated from the criminals, 


Apparently the treatment meted out to them 
atthe House of Detention has proved too 
mild and lenient. Some of those who had 
landed in that institution lived from months 
at the expense of the community, provided 
with ample meals and sheltered from the 
cold ‘weather in winter. Recently. the 
Legislative Council took up the question and |- 
passed a series of amendments to the Or- 
dinance intended to make the House of 
Hetention a vastly less desirable abode in 
the future than it has proved in the past. 
Under the regulations of the Ordinance as 
amended, a vagrant who may now be sent 


lo the House of Wetention will have to work: 


for his living. . At the pleasure of the Super 
| jntendent, ‘he may'be set to work at an in- 
dustrial trade, preferably his usual trade ; or 
he may have to “perform thé monotonous 
task of pickiig a pound and a half of opium 
a day; or he may've required to turn a crank 


| 7,000 times; do “any other work of a hard 


bodily nature which the Governor shall from 
time to time approve.” The vagrant, how. 
eves, will not be prevented from exchanging 


| the seclusion of his cell for the freedom of 


a useful exisience, “He will be “permit: 
ted to go out every -day, except Sundays 
and other “holidays, during such hours 
asthe Superintendent may specify, fur 
the purpose of seeking employment, provided 
that he has completed the work prescribed 
for that day.” In some respects these regu: 
lations are akin to those in ¢ in the 
casual wards of England. When A tramp 
goes to the workhouse in an Englsh city or 
village he has to perform an allotted task in 
return for his bed and breakfast, and if he 
fails to do'it, he’ becomes amenable to the 
law and usually finds himself Janded in pri- 
son. It can hardly be argued then that 
these new regulations are unduly harsh on 
the self-constituted beachcomber, ' wliose 
pretence in the Colony is a nuisance, and 
may, as has happened in the past, become:a |. 
menace. , They will have the effect of mak- 
ing a potential vagrant think twice before he 
casts himself adrift on the beach at Hong 
kong. They will deter the loungers of 
Shanghai and Manila from throwing them: 
selves on the mistaken generosity of Hong- 
kong residents, And Hongkong : will ‘be 
shunned by the nomad and the loafer as a 
leper spot on the Ghina coast. After all, 
Hongkong is no place for the labouring mam 
the out-of-work seaman; or the unemployed 
Hongkong , is’ not a terminus port; 
shipmasters are not in the habit: of enrolling 
crews at this port: and in civil life all the 
work that an unskilled white labourer js 
capable of performing can be done .quite 
as well, and at ‘a° much. cheaper 
rate, by the Chinese . coolie, If the 
news is scattered broadcast over the Far 
East, that vagrants | are not desired in Hong: 
kong, that ‘they are treated almost on 2 par 
with criminals, that they have to work for 
their bare living, and are subject to all the 
rules, ‘and’ the penalties. which follow the

Such radical changes in a con- 
servative. country are diffichlt to bring about, 
hut it cnn be done if-only yaung men like 
those in this college will perrevere and show 
to your fellow-couatrymen after you have gone

THE CRIMINALS: OF SAGHALIEN, 


WHAT COULD J\PAN DO WITH THEM? 


jn view of a possible occupation of Saghatien, 
the Japanese papers are already discussing the 
procedure likely to be adopted by Japan in 
regard to its population of Russian criminals. 
In this connection, the //ji points out that 
there is now a population of 33,200 on the big 
island—an island bigger than Kiushu aod 
Shikoku rolled into one—and of these ‘29,000 
are Russians. Not ordinary Russians, how: 
ever, The greater part of them are convicts, 
A‘ worse or more ungovernable set of men it 
would be hard to find. Many'of them are said 
to be enrolled as volunteers, and to be divided 
into small farces of from 200 to 300 each, scat- 
tered about at the important places along the 
coast, The garrison of regulars does not ex- 
ceed from three to six thousand, so that no 
great military ¢ifficulty is likely to be encoun: 
tered, The pr bum will be the subsequent 


‘administration of un island with such a populay 


tion, Our contemporary's view is that a strong 
hand should be shown from the outset, and that 
these turbulent spitils should be terrorised into 
docitity. That 1s certainly one course, but it 
has the great disadvantage, remarks the Japan 
Afail, that it would expose Japanese adminis- 
tration to severe and probably unjust criticiam.

her off she would go down in deep water 

After a time'we finally persuaded him to let us 

havea tow-line. and make the attempt, and 

(hen the captain issued orders for some of bis

that the master was absent from deck when the 
safaty.of the ship required his personal supervi- 
sion; that the casualty was caused by mis- 
managementon his part and that he displayed 
alack of intelligence in the effarts he after. 

That the 
material damage to the ship was due to the 
above mentioned causes, which they are of 
opinion amount to a..wrongful act or default 
on the part ofthe master, and they therefore 
direct that his certificate be suspended for 
6 period of nine months from this date.

Court learns from the evitence, with regret, 
that, after the ship stranded, the crew generally 
appyor to have taken an undue advantage of:

ood dealto be desired. The Court, therefore, 
irects that the members of the crew who 
brought the charges against the master and 
mate bear the costs of this investigation so far 
as they relate to the Court, The Court also 
learns from the evidence, with surprise, that 
the master was expected by the ship's owners 
to provide the clasts used on behalé of the ves?

Then, when their inspection had been 
concluded, they politely told Captain Ingemann 
that he was desired to accompany them on 
board the Terek, There was nothing for it but 
todo as he was asked and accordingly the 
Captain stepped on board their boat and wat 
pulled tothe Russian cruiser. All the ship's 
papers were carried with them, including the 
consular and Governmental certificates stating 
that no contraband was on board, : *

A JAPANESE ALLEGATION REFUTED.

+ The Hongkong Post Office officials already 
“have so many sins of oinission and commission 
charved against them that when a baseless ac- 
cusation is launched it becomes almost a public 
duty to stand up for the weak and defenceless, 
The Japan Chronicle of recent date declared 
that the Hongkong Post Office had “held up” 
the mails from abroad, and it proceeded to give 
articulars, [¢ stated that the Australian mail 
‘or Japan arrived at Hongkong by the ND, L. 
steamer Pring Waldemar on the 19th ‘June 
and was taken ashore with the mailé for China, 
Then, it alleged, although the Post Office offi- 
cials knew that the steamer would leave in 
twenty-four hours she was allowed to depart 
- without any of the Australian mail she carried 
for Japan. * The result of this heinous offence 
was ‘that the merchants in Japan who had 
cargo consigned to them from Australia: were 
unable to obtain delivery of their goods, be- 
cause the mail containing the bills of lading. 
and shipping documents had not arrived, “The 
“paragtaph continued: “Should the mail not 
roach Japan within the next day: or two con- 
signees will be unable to get their documents 
‘presented at the Customs before the goth inst, 
and it is thus probable that cargo which 
would have been landed under tha old Cus- 
toms Tariff will have to pay the’ increased 
duties which take effect fram the 1st proximo." 
Now taking these allegations rer¢atine, it will be 
shown that the Hongkong Post Office has been 
traduced and maligned by our Japanese con- 
temporary, and that the Post Office officials have 

, acomplete and excellent answer to each and all 
of the charges, It is admitted to begin with 
that the Pring Waldemar brought mails from 
Sydney and Brisbane, These mnils were en- 
closed inthe bays for Hongkong and naturally 
wero taken ashore to, be sorted here, All the 
mails for Japan, including the Australian ‘mails, 
were sent on board the Pring Waldemar next 
day for Kobe, the -first port of call: So thatthe 
inalcimeas is wrong on-the count ‘that the 
Hongkong Post Office allowed the I'ving 1at- 
demar-to leave without the Australian mails 
for Japan. But not content with merely saying 
that the pen mails were all sent on by the 
Prins Waldemar on the aoth ull, the Post 
Office authorities po,furiher aod contend that 
if merchants in Japan failed to get their bills 
of lading and shipping documents, that was 
simply due to the fact that the people in Aus- 
tralia had not sent. them on. In other words 
the Hongkong Post Office afficials have a fine 
non possumur plea, If merchants in Japan had 
or havé to pay the increased Customs duties let 
them not blamethe Hongkong Post Office, which 
on this occasion is immaculate, but trounce tha 
postal authorities of Australin for it is they and 
* they alone who are apparently at the bottom of 
the trouble, - That is, of course, always on the 
‘assumption that the Australian shippers posted 
the necessary bills of lading, etc. How feeble 
and carping appear the criticisms of the Japan- 
eso press when this beautiful refutation of a 
calutnny is taken to heart. “Complaints have 
frequently been made to the Post Office at 
* Hongkong ‘regarding the way: the mails in 
transit are detained," says this Japanese critic, 
“but the Past Office there is apparently beyond 
the seach of criticism and continues to display 
the most extraordinary lack of judgment, to 
say nothing of common-sense.” That might 
be all very well if the alleged facts were cor 
rect, but, as the Hongkong Post Office has 
shown, they are hopelessly wrong. And this

.BIG GUN-RUNNING SCHEME 
“FRUSTRATED, © | 
ARMS AND AMMUNITION FoR INSURGENTS.

"A somewhat sensational story concerned wi 
the running of guns and arhmunition whi 

is stated, were intended for. rebels in the :Philip- 
pinoy, has just heeo unearthed by the detective 
department in Hongkong. The scheme was pro- 
jected by a syndicate Who have previously been 
suspected of gun-running to various countries 
sin the Far East; and it was financed by men 
who have ample funds at theircommand, Had 
everything gone smoothly, had there been no 
craven spirit among those. who were sounded 
a8 to their willingness to embark on the. ven- 
ture, the scheme, cut and dried, would have 
been ona fair way to a successful conclusion 
by this time. 

~ Last week a foreigner who is not nttogeiter 
unknown in Shanghai, and whase exploits as 
an evader of established Jaw and authority 
brand him as o true type of the filibusterer, 
arrived in Hongkong, He was not much 
to look at in appearance; but he had the 
funds at his back and’a great proposal.in his 
pocket. He was unknown. to the veniuresome 


spirits of Hongkong and he had to feel his way | 


with care: Eventually, he met some outside 
brokers to whom he disclosed his intention of 
tanning a big cargo of arms and ammuni- 
tion into the Philippines. The order had 
come, he hinted, through the revolutionary 
bands in Samar and. the other unsetthed 
portions of the Philippines. {t was the 
first that had been received; and if it ‘was 
carried out successfully, the rifles and am- 
munition landed secretly, and ‘handed over 
to the guerilla bands which continue to harass 
the Americane, further orders would be given.

bad experience of gun-running before; they 
know the ropes and they can see the color of 
the money before they join the venture. From 
their paint of view it was a’ purely business 
transaction—they desired to make money quick 
and this was one way of realising their object. 
When the visitor to Hongkong unfolded his 
pes and related his desires to a select few, 
¢ found plenty of people ready to assist him, 
Some well-known people in Hongkong were 
cinterested in the scheme. ‘he trouble was to 
find the man who could procure'the rifles and 


ammunition without attracting the attention of. 


the Government. The Hongkong laws réquire 
that every man having a rifle must have a 
license for his weapon: A rifle cannot be 
removed from na godown here without a 
special permit from the Government. No 
arms or ammunition can be shipped ‘from, 
Hongkong except by the authority of the Gov- 


.] ernment.” The difficulty then was to find the
